Yeflerday  a Suttee,  or  ceremony  of  a 
Brahmin  woman  burning  herfcif  with  the 
body  of  her  deceafed  hulband,  took  place  at 
Fliooltaiah,  a village  about  2 miles  from  Su- 
rat, on  the  banks  of  the  Taptie.  I went 
there  very  early,  and  arrived  at  the  fpot  long  f 
before  any  preparations  were  made  for  the 
approaching  folemiiity.  At  length  1 2 flight 
poles  were  fixed  as  uprights  in  the  ground  : 
round  which  a wall  of  Jewatrie-llalks  was 
placed,  as  was  a roof  alfo  of  the  fame  (lalk, 
forming  a (lied  of  6 or  7 feet  fquare,  and  a- 
bout  6 feet  high,  with  a fmall  door  w.sy  fa- 
cing the  river.
